FORGOTTEN FACTS 
GENESIS OF THE N. S, C, A *

I read ay latest Scrip T&lk with great interest, as I do 
every issue of our great newsletter* As a read * a*, tw t 
Caldwell's report listing the locations of the past meetings, 

I didn 51 1 see mention of the meeting that gave birth to the 
National Scrip Collectors Association in early 19?2* 
recall this meeting of a small group of collectors of coal 
company scrip. As it turned out, they became the founding 
fathers of our great association, I attended this meeting 
a spectator and solely by accident, I was a sanitarian for 
the Harlan County Health Bepart^ent, inspecting food service 
establ ishments throughout the area, and distinctly resseeber 
that the meeting was held at the Mb# Aire ^otel, located on 
the south side of Pine Mountain cn Highway 421-N, I was at 
the motel to inspect the restaurant and happened to notice my 
late friend, Paul Whitaker, in the lobby. He informed me 
that he was attending a "scrip swap." I was amazed at how 
anyone could be interested in collecting coal company scrip. 
After all, scrip was worthless at that time except tor use as 
"slugs'" in the newly installed parking waters in the city of 
Harlan. I recall that my friend Howard "Woody 11 Christian ana 
Howard Short, whom I later developed a friendship with, was 
also in attendance. I also recall R. R* Tippy but had not 
gotten to know hi® at that time. Hy ability to recall events 
of my past usually serves me in an excellent manner. 
However i trying to recall the exact date of this oar.Ly 
meeting fails me. To get the accurate facts, I turned to one 
of the surviving charter members of the N. S, C* . A. for 
assistance t master scriptor and past president, Mr. R. H*

According to Tip, he and the late Paul Wni taken 
organized a scrip collectors* nesting at Harlan. Ky. , m the 
spring of 1972. This "scrip swap 5 * was the last of a number 
of such meetings that was held before the N. S. C. A. was 
for»ed, or as Tip said, "Before Waiter took the ball and went 
with it," Hr, Tippy continued and said, "The group of us 
finally convinced Walter to organize the scrip enthusiasts 
into a formal and national organisation during that meeting 
in Harlan, Ry, It took a bit of persuading to get Walter 
Caldwell to assume the position as top organiser, but after a 
number of informal meetings held throughout the area, 
everyone wanted to form a collectors association but needed a 
leader to take charge of organizing the area collectors into 
a bonafide organization."

The first interstate meeting of scrip collectors was 
organized by Tip and the late Fred Lange, also known as the 
legendary Cole S* Cuttle* at Williamson, W, Va♦ , in the late 
1960*s, A number of meetinga were held in different areas of 
the country before the Harlan sheeting in early 1972* 
However, it was at the Harlan, Ky t , meeting that the “ball" 
that had been bouncing uncontrollably for a number of years 
was picked up by Walter Caldwell who became the first 
President of the N. S* C* A, when he officially organized the 
"team" known today as the Rational Scrip Collectors 
Association *

It hast been nearly £0 years since the scrip swap was 
held in Hari&n County, Ky. The old Ml. Airs Motel is gone, 
destroyed by a fire in the 1S60 ? b„ M&ny of the scriptors who 
attended that swap are no longer with us or have ceased 
collecting. However, the memories of those early days and of 
the departed friends and fellow scriptors will survive in the 
memories of u& all* Most important in the fact that their 
early interest and dedication to the formation of our great 
organization has enhanced this great collecting field. Being 
a native Harlan Counti&n, I am proud to knoi* that the last 
unofficial meeting of a group of pioneer collectors, held in 
Harlan County, Xy * , laid the foundation for the National 
Scrip Collectors Association of which I am a proud member* 
Little did I realize at the time that t would become a 
scriptor say self a decade or so later.

The Bannister Bros,, Go* was a. saw mill owned and operated by two 
brothers, Troy and Charley Bannister, from 1942 to 1946* It was a 
circular saw mill located in Bannister hollow south of barah Ann, 
WV., in Mingo County* The nearest Post Office was Omar* WV«, in 
Logan County, WV, 

They had 34 employees, 17 lumber camp houses and a small company 
store * The mill sawed mine material only. Items such as headers, 
cap blocks, wedges and brattice lumber. Most of the production 
was sold to ruritan Coal Corporation, Lando Mines and Pied Jacket 
Coal Corporation, These mines were all located within ten to 
fifteen miles of the saw mill* 

This company started using scrip in their store in 1945 and they 
used it until the company closed down in- 1948, The scrip used was 
Oreo 1945 in one cent through one dollar denominations. All pieces 
are brass except the one cent pieces which are aluminum*
